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IKISES  GROW>  AT 
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It  has  been  my  policy  since  I  sent  out  my  first 
price  list  of  Irises  in  1926  to  catalog  only  the  best 
modern  varieties  and  the  finest  things  in  Novelties. 
My  first  garden  of  Irises  was  planted  in  1925,  con¬ 
sequently  I  have  but  few  of  the  “Old  timers”  and 
no  undesirable  varieties  to  unload.  One  gi’ower 
who  visited  my  gardens  last  June,  remarked  on  the 
absence  of  the  commonplace  varieties  he  had  seen 
in  many  other  commercial  gardens. 

The  hybridizers  are  making  great  strides  in  the 
improving  of  this  wonderful  garden  plant,  in  colors, 
form  and  habit,  and  many  varieties  now  considered 
very  fine  will  eventually  be  discarded  to  make  room, 
for  some  of  these  newer  beauties. 

I  have  this  year  withdrawn  from  my  list  5S 
varieties,  and  have  added  to  my  1930  list  29  var¬ 
ieties,  mostly  of  recent  origin. 

But  I  find  that  many  of  the  older  sorts  refuse 
to  be  chucked  into  the  discard,  and  some  of  these 
that  I  had  planned  to  discontinue  were  varieties 
that  I  was  obliged  to  restock,  to  meet  the  demand 
for  them. 


NEW  IRISES  FOR  1930 

Among  this  years  offerings  I  can  confidently 
recommend  the  following  varieties; 

BALDWIN,  a  fine  deep  violet  self  with  a  40  inch 
stem;  BUTO,  a  rich  Royal  Purple,  the  falls  almost 
black.

Four  Doninion  seed¬ 
lings,  (Bliss)  CARDINAL,  lavender  standards  with 
rich  raisin-purple  falls  that  under  the  suns  rays 
give  it  the  tint  from  which  it  is  named;  CONCHO- 
BAR,  a  large  reddish  purple ;  MOA,  pure  purple 
standards,  and  violet-purple  falls ;  ZULU ;  a  deep  in¬ 
tense  dark  blue  of  velvety  texture.  CITRONELLA, 
another  Bliss  variety  with  large  golden  yellow 
standards,  and  gold  brown  falls.  Two  wonderful 
Mohr  varieties,  FRIEDA  MOHR,  beautiful  tones  of 
rose-pink;  WILLIAM  MOHR,  pale  lilac  heavily 
veined  with  manganese-violet.  CINNABAR  (William¬ 
son),  a  rich  red  toned  iris;  LABOR,  the  “last  word” 
in  deep  rich  red  effect.  LE  CORREGE  (Vilmorin)  a 
much  improved  Ambassadeur;  MARY  BARNETT 
(Cumbler)  a  glorified  Princess  Beatrice;  COPPER¬ 
SMITH  (Shull)  another  fine  iris  of  Ambassadeur 
type.  WHITE  AND  GOLD,  Col  Nicholl’s  wonderful 
new  white  with  golden  beard,  and  SIR  MICHAEL, 
said  to  be  the  best  iris  ever  raised  by  Mr.  Yeld,  even 
surpassing  Asia.  This  was  the  most  outstanding  iris 
in  my  garden  last  season.
